THE DEADLOCK. 
SENATOR MILLER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 25.—Senator 
Miller, of California, who waselected as an 
Independent Republican, and who is pledged 
to use his influence to secure the ratification 
of the Chinese treaty and the consequent ad- 
justment of the vexed Chinese question, has 
been placed in a peculiar position in the con- 
test of endurance now pending in the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Miller took part in the Republican 
caucus, and has loyally abided by its decis- 
ion, but, as time passes, and nothing is 
accomplished, he is reported as having be- 
come very restive, particularly in view of 
the fact that, by the terms of the treaty, it 
will fail unless it is ratified by the United 
States within twelve months from the time it 
was agreed to in China. 

THE TWELVE MONTHS’ LIMIT 

is rapidly approaching, and Californians say 
that Senator Miller would find it difficult to 
explain a failure on the Pacific Coast by 
any reference to the el of Senate offi- 
cers, or to the breaking up of the Solid 
South, if he had not done what he could 
do to at least secure ita hearing. Mr. Miller 
is understood to have explained his position 
to his Republican associates during the last 
week, and itis from him in a great measure, 
doubtless, that the call for the caucus pro- 
eeecded. Mr. Miller's interest in an execu- 
tive session is not so much that nominations 
shall be confirmed as it is that the Senate 
shall make some disposition of the Chinese 
treaty, 

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS, 
however, has not yet been called, but a call 
will probably be issued to-morrow for 
Wednesday. It is intimated that some Sen- 
ators are disposed to recommend that the 
Vice-President rule that the Democrats have 
adopted a revolutionary course, and that 
there is nothing left for him but to adopt the 
policy recently pursued in England of de- 
claring the debate closed, and of sibmitting 
the motion directly to the Senate, subject to 
being overruled by the majority. Some 
claim that Senator Sherman, in his last 
speech, referred to such a policy. 
Within the last three or four days there have 
been many quiet censultations among Re- 
publican Senators as to what course it will 
be wise for them to pursue in regard to hold- 
ing executive sessions for the purpose of 
acting upon pending nominations. There is 
no difference of opinion on one point. The 
Republicans are firmly united in the deter- 
mination to adhere to the principle that the 
constitutional majority of the Senate ought 
to and must control the order of business, 
and that the struggle of that majority to con- 
trol the organization of the Sen- 
ate shall not be abandoned, There 
is, however, some difference of opinion 
as to whether or not it will be wise for the 
majority to vote to go into executive session 
at all before the pending resolution to elect 
officers is disposed of. The number of Sena- 
tors who favor sucha course now is esti- 
mated at 

FROM SIX TO TWELVE. 
They argue that there are certain nomina- 
tions upon which action ought to be had, 
and that, without any compromise of the 
present position of the Republicans, it may 
be had. Those Senators who take an op- 
posit view are very pronounced in their opin- 
ions. They say that what would happen 
when once in executive session no one can 
foresee; and that, in all probability, such Ja 
course would result disastrously, so far as 
the present struggle is concerned.

If they should adopt the latter 
course, and an adjournment should be carried, 
the responsibility fof the failure of the Sen- 
ate to transact any business at this session 
would rest upon them. After the Senate 
had adjourned the President could goon and 
make appointments under the authority of 
the Constitution and laws. But 1 do not be- 
lieve the Democrats would dare to carry 
their opposition to such an extent as to fi ~ 
foran adjournment sine die.

SECRETARY KIRKWOOD.

JUDGE FREEMAN. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 24.—The follow- 
ing extracts from official letters (not hereto- 
fore published) written about one year ago 
by Judge Freeman, of the Post-Office De- 
partment, show very clearly that he did not 
approve of the manner in which the star- 
route business was being carried on.

Sr. Louris, Mo., April 27.—The street-car situa- 
tion this merging was muck as it wea yesterday. 
Not a single car was to be seen except on the 
Bellefontaine line. The rich who ride in chaises 
rode in them as usual, but nearly everybody 
else walked down town to busigess. The novel- 
ty with many has begun to weur off, and they 
are sigbing tor the cars, but the strikers and 
Presidents are unapimoug that all must walk 
to-day. It is not expected there will he 
any change in the situation till morn- 
ing, when the companies will proba- 
bly try to run cara again. P. J. 
Maguire, one of the leaders of the sirike, at the 
Turner-Hail this morning said he hid learned 
from what be regarded as reliable authority that 
it was the inteution of the Police Board to ap- 
point a large number of special policemen to 
protect the cara of the companies run by 
“scabs,” and that, if this did ‘mot work, these 
speciais were to run the cars as drivers and con- 
ductors, at the cost of the companies. Hd had 
consulted able attorneys, who said the city 
had the right to protect men who 
were mean enoygh to run tke ears 
and take the jobs ef the regular drivers, but 
that there was no authority for using special 
policemen as drivers. If the Board undertgok 
to do this it would abuse its authority, and at 
the same time set a very dangerous precedeat, 
It this could be done, the Board could put po- 
licemen to work on buildings and in factories 
when regular men struck, Maguire said that if 
the “scabs” were mean enouga ta run the cars, 
they were mean enough to be policemen. He 
asserted in the most positive language 
that the Board iptended ta rua the 
Cars by special policemen. His 
remarks caused 4 great deal of excitement 
among the men. It was learned later that be 
spoke the truth, and that special police oilicers 
are to be swora iu and made to accompany each 
car to-day, All this is dope per order of the 
Police Commissioners, one of whom is a street- 
railway Superintendent, and another a heavy 
stockholder.

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GEN. GRANT. 
A BANQUET IN MEXICO. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 25.—A banquet was 
given on Friday last in the City of Mexico 
to Gen. Grant by the Oaxacia delega- 
tion, at which much enthusiasm was 
manifested. The after-dinner speeches 
related to the enterprises contemplated 
dy the Mexican Southern Railroad Company, 
of which Gen. Grant is President. The Gen- 
eral, in his address, referred to his previous 
yisit to Mexico, when he found many of its 
citizens interested in the matter of railroads 
asa means of developing the resources of the 
country, and on his return to the United 
States he took steps to draw the attention of 
eapitalists to the subject. He said the road 
with which heis connected will be speedily 
built, and that it will prove beneficial to both 
countries. Mexico, to keep up with the 
march of progress, will have to look for more 
ports, and the road which he represents looks 
to the opening of a new port, Anton Lizardo, 
which will not conflict with the interests of 


Vera Cruz. 
IN CONCLUSION 
de said: “Iam aware that some ot the pa 
pers of Mexico, as well as. possibly, some in 
the United States, have made allusion to the 
possibility of the annexation of the Mexican 
Territory to the United States. On that sub- 
ject, I know there are no grounds whatever 
for apprehension. While I was President of 
the United States, representatives of 
the Republic of San Domingo applied 
to me for annexation, declaring thatsuch was 
the desire of the Government the wish of 
all the people of the island. This proposi- 
tion came to me several times before 1 con- 
sidered it at all. At length, fearing that 
what had been said tome might be merely 
the statements of designing men, willing to 
sell their country for private gain, 
I DETERMINED QUIETLY, 

and without the knowledge of these agents 
of San Domingo, to send thither agents of 
my own to discover the real feeling of her 
people. By this means 1 verified the 
statement that ninety-nine hundredths 
of her citizens were anxious for 
the proposed annexation. They were 
fully alive to the subject, had thought over 
it. and such a consummation was the bright- 
est of their dreams. They desired, as they 
expressed it, to become a part of the 


’ great Republic. I then entered into a 


treaty with that country (which has all 
the capacities of the best part of Mexico) 
and submitted it to the Senate of the United 
States for ratification. It was with great 
difficulty. notwithstanding my position as 
head of the Government, that I could get 
the question considered by the Senate, and, 
when I did, it was

WORLD'S FAIR. 
It 18 A FAILURE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 
New York, April 25.—As the day ap- 

proaches for the final determination whether 
a World’s Fair shall be held or not, the im- 
pression seems to be gaining in strength that 
there will be no fair. Mr. Wiliiam A. Cole, 
one of the most active members ot the Fi- 
nance Committe. in answer to the question, 
“What will be done at the Wednesday meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee?” said that 
that Committee had no power to abandon 
the enterprise. All it can do is to report 
to the Commissioners the amount of 
money it has raised, and that it deems 
the amount insufficient to carry out the 
project. Further than this he had nothing 
tosay. Mr. William A. Wheelock felt con- 
fident some definit action one way or the 
other would be taken on Wednesday. For 
himself, he had spent as mucn time and 
money on the project as he proposed to give 
and, after that time, he would not take an 
active partin its affairs. Another Commis- 
sioner said that 

THE CHIEF OBJECTIONS 
to the enterprise lay in the act of Congress 
under which it is proposed to organize it. In 
the first place, the Building Committee is too 
large. It is to consist of sixty-two 
members, but ought not, he said, to number 
more than twenty-five, and the manner of 
appointing it is objectionable to business 
men. Twenty-five members are to be ap- 
pointed by the stockholders, and twenty-five 
by the President of the Commission. What 
business men want is to be able to have con- 
trol of the money they subscribe. He also 
thought the site objectionabie, and that a 
vacant place in Central Park would have 
been a better selection. He thought there 
was time enough left for carrying out the 
work by another Commission, if the present 
one should give it up, as the first steps taken 
toward a 

THE PARIS EXPOSITION 
of 1878 were taken on April 4, 1876, and the 
contracts were not given out until the July 
and August following. But the great 
trouble is, he said, in the existing act, and as 
this cannot be moditied until the meeting of 
Congress next winter, he doubted if a new 
set of men would be willing to take hold of 
the enterprise.

“SOLID”? VISITORS. 
WHO COME TO STUDY OUR MONEY-MAKING 
INSTITU .1ONS. , 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune, 

New York, April B.—Emment titled gen- 
tlemen, railway managers, and other well- 
known Englishmen were among the pas- 
sengers of the Cunard steamship Gallia, 
which arrived today. The Duke of 
Sutherland, who is one of the largest 
land-proprietors in Great Britain, was 
the central figure of the group. 
With him was his son Cromartie, 
Marguis of Stafford. The other members of 
this party were Henry Crosfield, Auditor of 
the London & Nortnwestern Railway; J. P. 
Brickersteth, its Deputy Chairman; George 
Crosfield, O. L. Stephen, and T. Knowles, 
Directors of the same Company, the last 
named a member of Parliamcnt for Wigand; 
George P. Neele, the Company’s Superintend- 
ent, and Henry Wright, the Duke’s private 
secretary. 

SUPERINTENDENT NEEL, 
who was deputed by his associates to act as 
their spokesinan, outlined the object of their 
visit to America. Primarily, its purpose 
is to inspect the railway system of the 
United States, and learn from their own 
observations whether there are any features 
worthy of introduction upon the London & 
Northwestern Line. The transportation of 
luggage as well as of passengers will be 
studied. Of coure, being Englishmen, the 
method of registering luggage now in vogue 
in England finds firm defenders in them. At 
the same time, the convenience of the Amer- 
ican system of checking it is not 
underestimated, and particular attention will 
be given to its details. The Company, Mr. 
Neele said, had made an effort at one time to 
forward baggage from any point on its line 
through to this country, but had met with 
so much opposition from the steamship com- 
panies that the system had to be abandoned. 

AS REGARDS THE PASSENGER COACHES, 
he thought that those in use on their line 
gave fully as much satisfaction as those on 
the American lines. They are a combination 
of the Pullman and the conventional English 
coach, combining all the conveniencesof the 
one and the privacy of the other. Still 
there was always something new to be 
learned from the workings of every railway 
system, and any American ideas of value 
would find ready appreciation. 

THE ELEVATED RAILROADS 

might receive some attention, although they 
at present form no part of the Euglish Com- 
pany’s system. As some of the Directors 
are financially interested in some of 
the railroads of this Company attention would 
doubtless be given to these particular roads. 
There was nothing to warrant the impres- 
sion the Duke of Sutherland had 
come over to invest in railroad, stocks, 
as he is already one of the largest 
stockholders in companies at his own door. 
It was the Duke’s first visit to America, and, 
like his associates, he would combine pleas- 
ure with the business of railroad inspection. 
The party will leave for Philadelphia on 
Thursday, and visit Baltimore, Washington, 
and Richmond. After that they will make a 
trip to Canada, passing through Boston, and 
arrive at Niagara Falls about the middle of 
May. Some of the Directors will return to 
England in June; while the Duke and the 
others will visit Chicago, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis, and make the overland trip to Califor- 
nia. They will sail from this city for Lon- 
don in Jaly. 


SMALL-POX. 
OXE HUNDRED AND FIFTY PERSONS VAC- 
CINATED BY FORCE. 
New York, April 25.—The steamship Vic- 
toria, of the Anchor Line, from London, has 


arrived at quarantine, with several cases of, 


small-pox in the steerage. The patients 
were removed to the sinall-pox hospital, and 
the vessel is detained at quarantine. 

While the ship was being fumigated the 
physicians informed those on board, nearly 
one thousand persons, that it would be nec- 
essary for all who had never been vaccinated 
to submit to the operation, The cabin pas- 
sengers und the larger number of the 
steerage people consented, but 150 of 
the latter, Russians and Poles, made 
strenuous objections. One Polander said: 
It the doctors come near me 1 will knock 
them down,” “ That’s right! That’s right!” 
exclaimed several of his countrymen. Dr.

demonium. The men shouted, the women 
screamed to use the expression 
of one of the spectators, “ the atmosphere 
was blue with profane lan ~ tee 
doctors and crew were hust about pretty 
lively by the Poles and and the 
women seemed inclined to join in the melee.

The 
crew of the quarantine steamer were then 
called upon to assist the combined crews, 
and the doctors renewed the attack, and 
every person who would not submit to vac- 
cination on the steamer was taken by force 
on board the quarantine boat and conveyed 


to Dix Island, where they will be kept until 
all are vaccinated.

Gov. Colquitt to Contest the Senatorial 
Seat with Ben Hill-—The Cotton Expo- 
sition—Proposed Hallroad—Youthful 
Murderers.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 18.— Gov. Alfred I. 
Colquitt has announced himselt as a candi- 
date for the Senate, to succeed Ben Hill. 
Although this election does not come off for 
nearly eighteen months yet,the Governor has 
placed his irons in the fire, and commenced 
maturing his plans for making the race. 

As there are no doubts about his antago- 
nizing Hill, the campaign will certainly be 
quite warm, and will be conducted on the 
stump, as a Legislature has to be elected be- 
fore the Senatorial contest comes off. Two 
tickets will be placed in the field in each 
county in the State, and a Liberal Kepublican 
would no doubt be warmly supported. The 
fight between Hill and Colquitt will not 
be robbed of any of its bitterness by the fact 
that they are related, as,two years since, 
Hin accused Colquitt of being implicated in 
a money-transaction which took $10,000 out 
of Hiil’s pocket and placed it iu the fob of a 
friend of the Governor’s. I see that some of 
Colquitt’s organs are already pluming for 
the race; while IIIll's are silent, probably 
owing to the fact that his friends do not wish 
to open the campaign until their champion 
comes home and arranges a program. 

THE EXPOSITION, 

Work on the Exposition has commenced 
with vim, and the scheme continues to loom 
upin prominence. In addition to the pro- 
gram first thought of, all kinds of fabrics are 
now to be exhibited. About $150,000 has al- 
ready been raised in Atlanta and in the 
Eastern cities. Two hundred thousand is 
needed.

iis consent to visit the Exposition at its open- 

ing, and start the enterprise. It can’t hurt 
him, as there are no politics in the enterprise; 
and by so doing he will show that he favors 
such important events. We have already re- 
ceived a letter from him, and expect another. 
Mr. Blaine has also made a partial promise 
to come and be with us at the opening; and I 
would not be at all surprised if the entire 
Cabinet should come. If would give each 
member an excellent opportunity for seeing 
our country and meeting our people; and that 
is what we want them to do If we can, we will 
get Blaine to make a speech of a character 
appropriate to the occasion. He can do it, 
and no doubt will if he is urged: and 1 tell 
you right now that he will be urged. We 
want them all to come and give us all the 
moral support and encouragement that they 
can. If the heads of the Nation are here, 
they will by their presence do much to bury 
the bitterness that some Southern plehave 
towards the Republican party the pres- 
ent Administration.”’ 

Gov. Bullock will leave for Europe about 
the ist of May, he having been selected as the 
Commissioner to go across the water. He 
will be accompanied solely by a secretary, as 
he goes entirely on business connected with 
the Exposition. 

Those interested in the success of the Ex- 
position are looking anxiously for the return 
of Senator Brown, who is the President. of 
the Exposition. 

The contract for putting up the main ex 
sition hall will be let out in a few days. ‘The 
hal! will be in the Shape of a cross and will 
be three stories high. The building will’ be 
glass-roofed. and will cost in the vicinity of 
$200,000. The grounds will be ornamented 
with all varities of evergreens, and thirty 
acres will planted in every variety of 
Southern products. The fields to be used in 
the cultivation of cotton have already been 
laid out, and some of the cotton planted. 
While at the grounds a few days since [ 
saw some seed being placed in the ground 
that will yield five les of cotton to the 
acre, or ut $250 worth of staple to the 
acre. 


THE GEORGIA WESTERN. 

— 2 the fact that the Cotton 
Exposition is on the top round of the Jadder 
in importance, there is another and very 
great project that is attracting the attention of 
a large number of our most enterprising 
citizens. This is the building of the Georgia 
Western Railroad, a line to run be- 
tween Atlanta and the coal-tields of 
Alabama. ‘The distance to St. Clair 
County, Alabama, is about 130 miles, 
and in this county there is a coal-bed cover- 
ing 10,000 acres. Anthony Murphy, a gen- 
tleman largely interested in the building of 
this line, has just returned from St. Clair 
County, bringing with him a pocketfui of 
coal that he had kicked up with his foot. 
The coal is lying on the surface, and the 
veins are thick and deep. This coal, it is 
claimed, can be laid down in Atlanta at 
$2.50 per ton. 

Ex-Senator Gordie claims that he will 
build this road, backed by Northern capital- 
ists.—among them Jewett and Randolph. 
The anxiety for the building of this line is 
so great that, if Gordon does not commence 
work in the next sixty days, another com- 
pany, already organized, will commence 
shoveling dirt. Cheap coal is all that Atlanta 
now needs to make her the Chicago of the 
South, if indeed she is not already in the 
position to claim that honor. We have our 
cotton crops at our doors, and now we want 
mills to work it up into cloth. Those Inter- 
ested in the building of the line claim that it 
will pay 12 per cent. 

JUVENILE CRIMINALS, 

in reading over the papers of this State 
daily, 1 find that crime is increasing very 
— among young negroes. In the vari- 
ous prisons of the State there are now not 
less than a dozen negro boys from 8 to 15 
years of age, who are charged with the of- 
fense of murder. In Monroe County, 2 a 
tew miles from Atlanta, a negro box has 
been sentenced to be hung for the murder of 
a 3year-old child. He admits the crime, 
and gives as an excuse that the child 
would not go home with him when he want- 
ed it to go. After the killing, he threw the 
body into a well, where it was found by the 
father of the murderer, who says that he will 
not interpose in behalf of his son, as he 
thinks that the criminal should be punished 
to the full extent of the law. Another negro 
boy, scarcely 10 years of age, having been 
whipped by his father a few days since, 
seized a gun and blew his father’s brains out. 
Other instances of a similar character could 
be mentioned: but these are sufficient illus- 
trations. S. W. P.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 
Spectat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Orrawa, Ont., April 25.—To-night an alarm of 
fire was sounded from Box 17,—one of the dan- 
gerous boxes, which causes a genera! turnout of 
the brigade. The immediate cause of the alarm 
was a fire which occurred among the lumber 
piles of John R. Booth. in the immediate 
vicinity of the Canada Central Railway station, 
and which closely joined the extensive ship- 
ping. warehouse of Mr. E. B. Eddy. While this fire 
was burning at its flercest a dense and rapidiy- 
increasing column of smoke showed that a fire 
bad broken out on the Hull side of the ground, 
River, and in a few minutes it became known 
that the large stone match-factoryof E. B. Eddy 
was also on fire, so often of late a vic- 
tim to the flames. Its origin was in 
the boiler-house of the dry- houses, 
which is connected with the sash-factory 
by a flume which passes through the garret of 
the packing department of the match factory. 
This flume conveys the shavings of the planers 
to the boiler-house, where they are used as fuel, 
and their passage isinsured by the action of 
powerful fans. When work for the night 
ceased the fans were stopped, and sparks from 
the furnace, it is supposed, ignited the mass 
of cumbustibles sent through the flume to the 
boiler-house. The draft created by the burning 
refuse found its way backward through 
the flume, carrying with it portions 
of the light burning matter, particles 
of which resting on the bottom of the wooden 
passage-way, set fire to it, and finally ignited 
the upper rtion of the match factory. The 
portion ected by the fire is the long 
three-story stone build which stands on 
the right-hand side of the road, just 
bevond the river stream and at 
the entrance to Hull City. It is used chiefly as 
a filling-house, aud in it are stored large quanti- 
ties of matches, boxes, paper, labels, and other 
material. Here also the matches are filied into 
the small paper-boxes in which they are 
retailed, and some 300 girls and forty 
men find their means of support in its active 
operation. The loss will be fully $30,000, fully 
covered by insurance. Half a million dollars’ 
worth of property was in danger, and would 
have been destroyed were it not for the strenu- 
ous exertions of the Hull Fire Brigade, assisted 
by a contingent from the Ottawa force.

Toronto, April 25.—A Frenchman named 
Gautbreaux was arrested to-night for the lar- 
ceny of about $1,500 worth of jewelry from the 
London and Paris House, where an auc- 
tion sale has been in progress for 
several days.

Philadelphia Gossip About Railroad

AN EXPLANATION WHICH FAIIS TO EX- 


THe Tamer has frequently called upon 
the Republican members of the United States 
Senate to furnish ta the public some justifi- 
cation, or at least some explanation, of the 
continued refusal to act upon the Executive 
appointments before insisting upon the futile 
effort to elect new officers for the Senate.

The reasons Which Senator Kellogg gives 
for exchuding executive business will not 
bear the scrutiny either of those who believe 
it to be the first duty of the Senate to dis- 
charge the executive business, nor even of 
thuse who are disposed to sympathize most 
strongly with an intelligent.and promising 
effort to secure a party advantage. 

In the first place, the Democratic Senators 
would not be any more likely to drift away 
from Washington in case the important por- 
tion of the executive business were transacted 
than they are now, Asa matter of faet, both 
Democrats and Republicans are deserting 
under pairing agreements, and, if the dead- 
lock last till warm weether gets in, it is not 
probable that there will be a quorum of the 
Senate in Washington, The duty ef acting 
upon the Presment's nominations is not cal- 
culated to restrain the Democrats from quit- 
ting Washington. They ere not Dem- 
ocratic nominations, but Republican nom- 
inations, which are te be acted upon. 
The Democrats would not be esnecially 
agerieved if there were no confirmations. 
In fact, some of the appointments which 
have been made are of Republicans to take 
the place ef Democrats who held office in the 
South under the last Administration, arid to 
defeat the confirmation of such persons the 
Demoerats would be more inclined te go 
home before the transaction of exeeutive 
business than they would be afterwards. 
Moreover, it is the practice of the Senate to 
ask the President formally before adjourn- 
ing whether he has any further communica- 
tions to make, and a sufficient number of 
nominations could be held in abeyanee te en- 
able the Republicans to revew their strug- 
gle for the possession of the Senate offices. 
The prospect of Democratic absenteeism is 
not, therefore, a sufficient cause for exclud- 
ing all consideration of executive business. 

In the second place, it is within the power 
of the Democrats to deprive the Seunte of a 
quorum at any time when it shall become 
necessary to do this as the only means to de- 
feat the Republican project of electing new 
officers. As the Senate stands, there are 
thirty-eight Senators ou the Republican side 
and the same number on the Democratic 
side, when all are present. The Constitution 
anthorizes the Vice-President to vote only in 
case of tie. The Democrats may at any time 
refuse to vote, just as the Republicans in the 
House refused to vote last winter whenever 
the previous question was ordered on a 
measure which they opposed but had not 
votes enough to defeat. Whenever 
the Democrats in the Senate choose 
to adopt the same tactics it will be 
impossible for the Republicans to make any 
headway, because they eannot summon a 
quorum, The Vice-President’s vote will not 
avail them in such 8 ease, because there will 
de no tie. With only thirty-eight votes even 
when all their members are preseut, it is 
simply impossible for the Republicans to 
carry their point when the Democrats tire 
of talking asa dilatory measure and simply 
refuse to vote. In such a situation there is 
certainly nothing to be lost by disposing of 
the executive business, for the apprehension 
that the Democrats may then go home is not 
any more serious than the prospect that they 
will refuse to vote. Itis obviously wiser to 
transact the public business and risk a dis- 
ruption of the Senate by absenteeism than it 
isto neglect the public business at the same 
risk. 

Senator Kellogg, speaking for the Republic- 
an Senators, really gives away the whole 
case when he says that “if the Democrats let 
us carry our puint, they are defeated out and 
out so badly that the South will no longer be 
solid.” If this is the ease, then it is very 
certain that the Democrats will not permit 
the Republicans to carry their point when 
they can so easily prevent it. But it is equal- 
ly evident that the Democrats have the pow- 
er to prevent the Republicans from electing a 


new set of Senate officers, for they can re- 


fuse to vote, and thus leave the Senate with- 
out a quorum, whenever they chose to do so. 
In this situation, Republican stubbornness 
simply means an indefimt postponement of 
executive business. The Seuthern Demo- 
crats, inured to the trials of a tropical sum- 
mer, will probably be able to hold out over 
summer as well ag the Northern Republicans 
in such a climate as that of Washington. In 
the meantime, the Republican Administra- 
tion will be seriously embarrassed and the 
public business neglected by the failure to 
fill up the public offices, 

The Republican explanation furnished by 
Senator Kellogg fails to explain how the Ma- 
hone movement in Virginia or the anti-Bour- 
bon movement in any Southern State is to be 
alded by the neglect of public business.

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the Senate expect to promote the interests of 
their party anywhere by their refusal to pro- 
vide such officers?

The Republican position as detined by Sen- 
ator Kellogg is so weak as to revive the sus- 
picion that the refusal to transact executive 
business is in obedience to the mandate of 
Senator Conkling, and that. in this instance 
at least, the Solid South is really a political 
clique in New York. If this theory be cor- 
rect, then the Republicans in the Senate are 
tebe blamed, not merely for blocking public 
business without sufficient reason, but for 
doing so deliberately with the purpose of 
pandering to a selfish personal interest in a 
single State. The Republican party cannot 
be convicted of condoning such conduct 
without serious injury to itself now and in 
the future. 

STAR ROUTE “ EXPEDITING.” 

Our Washington dispatches of yesterday 
eontained a very interesting table showing 
Mr. Assistant Postmaster-General Brady’s 
generous treatment of the agents of ninety- 
three star post routes. These routes con- 
stitute almost exactly 1 per cent of the aggre- 
gate of post reutes, the whole number being 
0225. But of the total appropriation of 
$5,900,000 for the star-route service, under 
the ingenious manipulation of Mr. Brady the 
contractors on 1 per cent of the routes 
pocketed nearly one-half—82, 802. 214. The 
aggregate of the original lettinas.“ in 1878 
of these ninety-three routes was $737,110 
The inerease to Jan. 1, 1880, by “ expediting ”’ 
was $2,075,095. It is evident that ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes was, during his term of office, an 
exceedingly unsuspicious individual, ar he 
would have taken Mr. Brady’s official head 
off on general principles, on the ground that 
he must be an incompetent, a spendthrift, or 
arascal. However, let that pass. The table 
of the famous pinety-three star routes is 
worthy a more careful examination and 
analysis, This analysis will show that 
the list of prime “favorits” among 
the star-route contractors is much small- 
er than appears on a casual examina- 
tion. Here is what it actually shows: J. B. 
Price had six routes and got $116,526 of the 
“expediting” money. J. R. Miner had eight 
routes and got $125,287. J. M. Peck had nine 
routes and got 8201,48. J. W. Dorsey had 
eight routes and got 8182,79. J. W. Parker 
had seven routes and got $200,920. O. J. 
Salisbury had six routes and got 3130,054. C. 
W. Foster had five routes and got $96,391. T. 
A. MeDevitt had five routes and got $69,811. 
J. T. Chidester had one route and got 
$165,000. John A. Walsh had one route 
and got $113.47. Patrick & Brown had 
three routes and got $144,003 George 
HI. Piatt had one route and cot 
$68,765. C. Cosgrove had one route and got 
$76,312. W. W. Giddings had twe routes and 
got $42,080. And B. H. Peterson had one 
route and got $40,261. These fifteen con- 
tractors were the prime favorits. They con- 
trolled sixty-three aut of the ninety-three 
favorit routes and pocketed 31,728,202 of the 
“expediting”? money out of the total of 
$2,075,005, or an average per man of $115,219. 

It is easy to see why the “ ninety-three ” 
became the favorit routes for “ expediting.” 
The average of the original appropriation for 
these routes was about $7,500. per route, 
while the average of the appropriation for 
the other 9,132 routes was about $355 per 
route. It is obvious that $7,500 is a much 
better basis for expediting than the paltry 
sum of $835 The expansive character of 
some of the prime tavorit contracts is mar- 
velous. Take that of John A. Walsh, of 
Arizona, for instance. Mr. Walsh's contract 
was for 460 miles of service, and the original 
price was $18,500. But there was great 
necessity for expediting business on that line, 
and Mr. Walsh got his contract expedited”’ 
to the extent ot $118,475! Mr. J. R. Miner 
was a prime favorit. Oneof his original 
contracts for 269 miles of service required 
the Government to pay him 62.350. But Mr. 
Miner was enterprising, and he got the con- 
tract expedited to #70,000! Mr. J. W. 
Parker took one contract to peddle letters and 
newspapers to the savages in the Indian Terri- 
tory over 725 miles of road for $6,330. But the 
young Indians, and tha old Indians, no doubt, 
for that matter, thirsted for news, ete., and 
Mr. Parker could not find it in his heart te 
deny them, Accordingly he got his contract 
* expedited,’’ tremendously, so to speak, up 
to the grand total ef $150,392! It is hardly 
necessary to rem Ind the reader that Mr. Par- 
ker is one of the immortal fifteen whose 
names will live forever in star-route fame of 
blessed memory. He is, no doubt, in Wash- 
ington protesting against being blackmailed. 
But shouting “ blackmail” frantica)ly will 
hardly help matters atthis stage of the game. 
It is too much to hupe, perhaps, that the fif- 
teen will be sent to the Penitentiary. But 
doubtless it is safe te say that the curtain 
will be rung down on “ expediting.” Some 
new method of robbing the taxpayers will 
have te be devised. 

HOW TO RELIEVE THE SUPREME COURT, 

The Supreme Court of the United States. 
is just now greatly embarrassed. Nominally 
the Court consists of nine Judges; but two 
of these are disabled, and there is one ya- 
caucy, caused by the resignation of Justice 
Swayne. This reduces the active force on 


pose of all the business before the Court. and 
also to attend the business on their respective 
circuits.

Justice Strong has, in an article in the 
North American Review, discussed the long- 
mooted question of how to relieve the Su- 
preme Court. The number of cases now an- 
nually taken to that Courtis beyond precedent 


Land the number is increasing. Of course 
| the politician and the place-hunter’s first 
| thought is toincrease the number of office- 
| holders upon the slightest possible pretext. 
There is a class of members of the Bar also 
who think the only way to relieve the Court 
| is te appoint more Judges and make courts 
as numerous as possibie, and to have all the 
dockets crowded. 

Justice Strong, who was an able and most 
industrious member of the Court, does not 
think that an increase of the number of 
Judges offers any escape from the great mass 
of business put upon the Court. He argues 
that a Court of nine Judges will dispose of as 
much business as one of twelve Juages. ‘The 
increase in the number of Judges will serve 
te lengthen the time consumed in consulta- 
tions, will lengthen and multiply the discus- 
sions among the Judges, and delay and defeat 
agreements, leading to divisions of the Court 
and to the writing of dissenting opinions. 
The only relief that an increase in the num- 
ber of Judges would afford would be the 
division among a greater number of persons 
of the labor of writing opinions, and this re- 
lief Judge Strong does not seem to regard as 
of anv serious importance. 

Nor does he discover in the so-called 
Southern scheme of a Court consisting of 
twenty-one Judges, sim in the first in- 
stance as three Courts, with the decisions of 
at least two of these tribunals to be eoncur- 
rent and final, anything which promises 
mach relief, though out of such an arrange- 
ment there must grow comp! delays, 
and an accumulation of business,

remedy is the creation of additional Circuit 
Courts and the establishment of an Ap- 
pellate Court in each of the prei- 
ent circuits, each of these Appellate 
Courts to be camposed of the several 
Cireuit Judges in that district, together with 
the Justice of the Supreme Court who may 
be assigned to that circuit. To these inter- 
mediate Appellate Courts would be taken al! 
appeals. To understand the present condi- 
tion of business, Justice Strong gives some 
figures as to its growth. In the time when 
John Marshall was Chief Justice the Court 
had a docket of less than fifty cases a year. 
Even as late as 1836, when Taney became 
Chief Justice, the doeket contained only 
thirty-seven cases, and during the five years 
from 1845 to 1850 the number averaged sev- 
enty-nine. The Court was then accustomed 
to meet in December and able to finish its 
business and adjourn in March. The several 
Justices were then able to visit their several 
circuits during the remainders of the year. 
From 1875 to 1880 the business had so in- 
creased that the average number of cases 
annually was 391, requiring the Judges to 
sit in Washington seven months in the year, 
with the additional work on their circuits.’ 
Despite ail their labor, the business has been 
in arrear, the time to have a case reach a 
hearing extending to an average of three 
years. 

He points out also that the great majority 
of cases taken to the Supreme Court are not 
of a character involving constitutional ques- 
tions, or arising under National laws. They 
are cases which ordinarily are the same as 
those tried before the Courts of the States, 
but find their way to the Federal Courts be- 
cause one, or some, or all of the parties are 
citizens of different States, or are aliens. In 
the absence of that circumstance these cases 
would be heard in the State Court. All 
the corporations in the country haye stock- 
holders residing in different States, and, 
therefore, the corporations can claim to have 
all suits to which they are parties heard in 
the United States instead of the State Courts. 

The establishment of these Appellate 
Courts, one in each circuit, would result in 
the final disposition of most of these cases 
promptly. No one of these Courts would 
have more business than it could attend to 
and dispose of finally at each term. This 
would leave to be taken to the Supreme 
Court only those questions of highest impor- 
tance, and which, in addition to the cases of 
origina] jurisdiction, should Involve consti- 
tutional questions and matters arising under 
the construction of United States laws. That 
this was the original intention in estabiish- 
ing the Supreme Court, there can be no ques- 
tion, because it was not until a comparatively 
late day that the Federal Courts were re- 
sorted to for the purpose of collecting debts 
due on open aceounts and promissory notes. 

While this mode of relieving the Supreme 
Court will commend itself to the judgment 
of the legal profession generally, there js a 
class of shysters and barrators who will op- 
pose it, because their interests are in the 
multiplicity of appeals and the longest de- 
lays of justice This was shown by the 
action of thisclass of lawyers in the Legisla- 
ture of this State, whe have been endeavor- 
ing since last January to push a law through 
giving unlimited appeals in all kinds of cases 
from Justices of the Peace to the Supreme 
Court of this State. They demand that an ap- 
peal may betaken from every judgment from 
the Justice Court to the County, the Circuit, 
and the Appellate Court to the Supreme 
Court, and that the progress of each case 
shall be marked by a written opinion each 
time a decision shall be made. The 
Supreme Court of IIlineis was burdened 
by an accumulahon of business, just 
as the Supreme Court of the United States 
now is, and obtained relief by the establish- 
ment ef intermediate Appellate Courts, whose 
judgments were made final in certain classes 
of cases. The reform, which is substantially 
the same that Judge Strong recommends for

THE DRUGGED WINES OF FRANCE. 

Just now the people of France are horrified 
by supposed revelations of the dangers re- 
sulting from the use of American pork. A 
letter we published a few days ago from an 
American in France states that the effort to 
prejudice the people against American pork 
extends even to ringing bells through the vil- 
lages, giving warning against American hog- 
meat in all its forms. 

Just now comes a revelation of how villlan- 
ously and atrociously the American people 
are robbed and plundered under the pretense 
of selling them Frenck wines. 

The Consular agents of the United States 
in France have been collecting the informa- 
tion, and have laid before our Government 
all the details of the proceedings, by which 
the most extensive frauds have been com- 
mitted upon this country in the matter of 
drugged and poisoned wines and brandies. 
France hes been in the past the great pro- 
ducer ot wines, but of late years the phyllox 
era has committed the widest ravages and 
destroyed the once great vineyards of 
France. The deficiency in the production 
has been supplied by millions of gal- 
lons of wine made in Spain, Hungary, 
Turkey, and Algiers, brought into France 
and there mixed and doctored, water- 
ed and drugged, until it assumes the 
appearance and taste of French wines, and as 
such is exported, especially to the United 
States. To show how completely France has 
changed from being the producer of French 
wines to a mere manufacturer of wines—and 
the present wines of France bear about the 
saine relation te real French wines that oleo- 
mangarine bears to real butter—it is only nec- 
essary to quote a few of the official returns. 
In 1870-71 the annual production of Freneh 
wines was about 1,400,000,000 gallons: in 1873 
it fell off one-third, and in 1875 rose to 2,000,- 
000,000. In 1876 it fell off onerhalf; and in 
1379 it was only 680,000,000 gallons. The 
French writers estimate that hereafter the 
annual product will not average 525,000,000 
gallons. Though the quantity produced has 
fallen off more than one-half, the quantity 
sold to consumers is still as abundant as 
ever, and this wine is sold at retail in France 
atone-half the price which it can command 
at the places of growth. France never pro- 
duced so little wine, and yet more wine is 
sold in France, and at less price, than ever 
before. The American Consular Agent at 
Paris furnishes the ficures of the value of the 
imports and exports of France since 1869. The 
value of the French wines exported in 187. 
was $41,606,000, and their value has continued 
at that average to the present time. But the 
value of wines imported into France has in- 
creased from less than $1,000,000 in 1870, to 
$21,074,400 in 1879. The quantities of wine 
imported into the Port ot Bordeaux in 1879 | 
and 1880 thus compare, the figures being in 
litres, which is about equivalent to a quarter 
of a wine gallon, : | 
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and is net used in France exeept for manu- 


facturing purposes. The Viee-Consul at 
Bordeaux explains the uses which the 
French importers make of it. He says;

The Consul at Marseilles contributes the 
following interesting paragraph ; 

I tind that the imports of what ig termed bere 
ordinary wine 2 for the year 1579 to 18.

This year, during the first eigni months, 
the figure baa increased to 44,068,147 litres. of 
which 16,053,827 came from italy and 14,533, 
from Bpain. As the exports still maintain a 
higher figure than the imports, I am led to infer 
that most of the imported wines from Ltaly and 
Spain are exported, either in their pure state or 
mixed with uch wines, as French wines of 
ali classes. 

The American representative at Nantes 
thus describes the process by which French 
wines are now produced in France, and are 
thence sold to the Americans. He says: 


Very larwe quantities of cheap wine are im- 
ported into this district from Italy. Spalu, Portu- 
al, and Huogary, all of whica is employed in 
ina ing what js calied Bordeaux. The imported 
article is very thick 


apd unfit for consum 

in its original state, out it is rich ia alcohol. 
The greater part of it comes from Italy, but a 
eonsiderable quantity which is shipped from 
that country is of Hungarian origin, and passes 
into Italy by way of Trieste. am informed 
that the method employed bere for masing the 
tulse Bordeaux is to mingle the foreign product, 
which ig contained in large casks boldimg 12 
gallons, with the common white wine produced 
here, with water, and a certain quantity of Bor- 
deaux. The resulting mixture s inclosed in the 
erdinary Bordeaux cask containing titty gal- 
lons, and sold for home consumpwWon or ex- 
ported as * Bordeaux wine.“ 


The Parisian, a paper printed in English 
in Paris, thus gives another branch of the 
history of this manufacture of wines sold 
fraudulently under the names of the choicest 
brands of Freneh wines: 


The wine crop of 1879 was about 25,001,000 or 
30, 0% O of bectolitres below the average of the 
last ten years. The annual consumption in 
France is from 40,000,000 to 45,000,000 hectolitres. 
Everybody expected a rise in the prive of wine, 

some conscientious dealers luid in a stock 
from abroad. The rise in price, however, never 
came, and the markets remained well sup- 
plied. The reason was that the natural deficit 
was compensated for by artificial means. Wine 
was maoufactured out of dry grapes. All the 
raisins to be found in Eastern ports were 
bought up, and wine manufactories sprang up 
allover the country. Around Paris alone there 
are seven steam-power wine manufactories. 
The cost of a cask of raisin wine is about 50 
francs, and it was sold at 100 francs, thus giving 
a profit of 100 per cent. But the competition 
has now become such that the price of ruisins 
bas risen from E francs to 75 francs the 100 Ko- 
grams. The consequence is that raisins have 
been abandoned, and wine is now manufactured 
out of glucose, a sugary matter obtained from 
the potato, out of the residue of molasses, out 
ot rotton apples, dried prunes, dates, figs, and 
all kinds of retuse fruit, and even out of beet- 
root. These abominabie liquida are colored arti- 
ficiaily and mixed more or less with Spanish 
wines or white wine. The adulteration and 
inanufaectare of wine bas attained such vast 
proportions that the principal dealers who had 
taken measures to supply the murket sorelly 
with baryest wine from foreign countries have 
taken steps to puta stop to the gigantic fraud. 
The imposture has reached such a pitch that not 


' one-third ef the wine now drank iu Paris is real 


gripe wine, 

The revelations of the manufaeture of 
French brandy are no less convincing of the 
wholesale character of the frauds. The 
Freneh brandy of this day is described as an 
inferior spirit distilled from sugar, potatoes, 
Indian corn, and whisky distilled from bar- 
ley; and this is the stuff imposed upon the 
people of this country. It would bea Na- 
tional blessing if there was an authoritative 
analysis made of the various so-called French 
wines and brandies fraudulently pushed off 
upon the American people by the wine man- 
ufaeturers in France. The drugged and 
poisonous stuff is, in addition to being a com- 
mercial fraud, also most deleterious to health 
and life, and its importation should be dis" 
continued. Nepure wines or brandies are 


now exported from France.

Tue telegraph brings this morning the an- 
nouncement of the death of the well-known 
American publisher and author, James T. Fields, 
who died suddeuly in Boston of heart-disease on 
Sunday night. He was born 19 Portsmouth, 
N. H., in 1817, and at the early age of 14 com- 
menced business lite in a bookstore in Boston. 
At the age of 21 he became a partner in the well- 
known house ot Ticknor, Reed & Fields. In 164 
Mr. Reed withdrew, and the firm name was 
Ticknor & Fieids, and as such acquired a Na- 
tional reputation by its splendid publications of 
the works of prominent American authors. 
Mr. ‘Yicknor died in 1864, and Mr. Os- 
good was admitted to the firm, the 
house reappearing as Fields, Oagood & Co. 
In 1570, after almost half a century of active 
business life, he retired in order to devote bim- 
self to authorship. His last known works are 
his fine edition of De Quincey’s writings, in 
twenty-three volumes, which he edited, three 
volumes of poems (1849, 1884, and 1858), and a 
volume of prose sketches of big literary friends, 
under the title of * Yesterdays with Authors,” 
which appeared in 1873. He also edited the Al- 
lantic Monthly for several years, bas been a 
frequent contributor to periodical literature, 
and bas made considerable fame es a iect- 
urer. While be can hardiy be said to 
have taken a dig or <aistinetive piace 
as an author, his writings have been 
characterized by grace and geniality, while 
in the capacity of a Boswell in miniature de 
bad left behind him many pleasant sketches of 
the great writers with whom he was associated 
professionally and as a triead. His greatest 
service, however, consisted in his introduction 
to the American people of such writers as Emer- 
sen, Hawthorne, Holmes, Longfellow, Lowell, 
Thoreau, Whittier, and others, whe were always 
at hume and had a welcome corner in the quaint 

-fashiened bookstore that was at one time a 
landmark in Bogton, but has now given place to 
the more elegant establishment of Osgead & Co., 
the lineul descendants of the old firm,

A PROTECTORATE TO BE ESTABLISHED 
PERHAPS ANNEXATION. 
Special to London Times, 

Panis, April 6.—If it be true that France 
has assured the ether Powers that she will 
confine herself to chastising the raiders and 
has disclaimed any blew at Tunisian inde- 
pendence, the Government has either been 
resorting te a euphemism or has not realized 
ite oon position. If by independence it 
means that Tunis will not be annexed, it is 
sincere; but the term in the mouth of France 
is meaningless. She is colleeting 15,000 or 
20,000 men on the froutier; cavalry regiments 
in the centre of France have been ordered to 
start; officers and soldiers are on the qui 
vive; clubs, saloons, and lobbies are discuss- 
ing the expedition against Tunis; 
and newspapers are announcing the 
dispatch of special correspondents. 
Any one  acguainied with French 
eagerness and imagination must see that the 
current has already carried away the free- 
dom of action enjoyed by Cabinets in ordi- 
nary times, and the expedition cannot be re- 
strieted to chastising the Kreumirs and pro- 
teeting the railway works. Frankness is 
called for, and Prinee Bismarck has often 
shown that the greatest cleverness exists in 
telling the truth. The truth is that France 
has not to-day the slightest thought of an- 
nexing Tunis, and bas no anxiety for absorb- 
ing it in order to find an equally troublesome 
neighbor in Tripoli; but she may be forced 
to think of annexatien to-morrow, and, being 
obliged to do something, her great skill 


should consist in not doing more than she 


intends. Whatshe now means behind her 
diplomatic retieences is to use 
THE KROUMIRS 

as a screen fer disguising her real march to 
protect the railway, because it goes to Tunis, 
and because she can advance to the gates of 
that town to protect it, stopping only when 
she thinks proper. The troops will, there- 
fore, keep down the Kroumirs and deploy 
along the railway as far as the Government 
thinks its projects require. They wil! stop 
when their proximity is deemed gufticient to 
arouse the Bey to his danger and induce him 
to come to an understanding with France on 
bases laid dewn by the latier. There can be 
little doubt that France aims at a protecting 
convention with the Bey, and will not draw 
back till it is concluded, A political or mili- 
tary kind of convention will probably be 
avoided. ‘The Bey will be left full independ- 
ence and the free disposal of his troops, but 
he will have to enter into a eommercial and 
judicial eonvention getting rid of the anom- 
olies inherent in native jurisdiction, where- 
by the Hanefite rite judges in one fashion 
and the Malekite rite in another, whereby, in 
short, the subtiety of the Koran, magisterial 
venality, the bad faith of litigants, netaries, 
and advocates present unavoidable dangers 
tor every European unfortunate enough to 
get intoalawsuit. This mode of procedure, 
as will be seen, is quite consistent with the 
autonomy of Tunis, and the Bey would be 
perfectly able to conclude such a convention. 
Ne Power, if indeed there are Powers in- 
clined to do so, would need to make repre- 
sentations, were France dis d to accept 
them. But this is not theughtto be the case. 
ataly bps not asked for explanations, and if 
she they would have been refused, for 
France, who has a special interest in Tunis, 
dees not admit that the secondary interests 
Italy may have there justify any request on 
her part for explanations. The Italian Gov- 
ernment, therefore, has not asked for expla- 
nations,

in reply to. the interpellation or in- 
torpellations to be addressed to it on the sub- 
ject. The representative of Italy has thus 
ascertained that no French fleet is to proceed 
to the waters of the Beylik, and t the 
ships carrying troeps are proceeding to Af- 
rica to land the 4 sent to take the place 
in the garrisons of those wha have gone to 
the Tunisian frontier. He also learnt that 
France at present repudiates all idea of an- 
nexation. Thus the question is not to over- 
come the Kroumirs. which would be an 
enterprise similar t capturing a swarm of 
rats.

ABSTRACT OF THE OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

London Standard, 

The act of accusation drawn up by the 
Procureur Mouravieff is directed against 
Nicholas lvanoff Reesakoff, 19, workman; 
Nicholas Andrew Ivanotf Sheliaboff, 80, 
peasant; Sophie Looffa Peroffskaya, 27, gen- 
tlewoman; Gabriel Timothy Michaeloff, 21, 
peasant; and Messe Miroff Heifmann, 26, 
ouvriere. After briefly stating the nature of 
the crime of which the prisoners are ac- 
cused—namely: the assasination of the Em- 
peror Alexander II.— che act goes on to relate 
the circumstances in which it took place, as 
verified by official inquiry. As this is the 
Hirst exact account of an event which ex- 
cited such deep and universal feeling, it will 
be as well to summarize it at the risk of re- 
peating what has been said already: 

Shortly after 2 o’ciock on Murch 1-13 the Em- 
peror left the Michael Palace in his carriage. ac- 
companied by the usual escort, and, passing 
down Engineer street, turned to the right, along 
tue bank of the Catherine Canal. Behind, in a 
sledge, came Col. Dvorjitsky, Police Master, and 
behind him again Capt. Koch and Maj. Koolibi- 
akin. The carriage bad zone oniy fifty fathoms 
from the corner Of Engineer street, when, at a 
quarter past 2o'ciock precisely, a terrible ex- 
plosion took place beueath the carriage. Jump- 
ing from his siedge, and seeing that by the canal 
railings some soldiers were holding a man, Dvor- 
jitsky rushed to the Imperial carriage, opened 
the door, and informed bis Majesty, who stepped 
out unburt, that the assusin was caught. By 
order of the Emperor the witness accompanied 
aim tothe spot where the man Reesakoff was 
heid amidst a gathering crowd of people. Lieut. 
Kudikoll, not recognizing the Emperor at once, 
exclaimed, “ How is bis Majesty?” to which the 
Emperor, standing ten paces from Reesakoff, 
and glancing around, said, “Thank God, 
Jam unburt—but see! pointing to a wounded 
Cossack lying near the carriage, and then to a 
boy crying with pain. Reésakoff, hearing the 
words of the Emperor, said, 

“IS IT THANKS TO GOD YET?” 
Meantime, Dvorjitsky took from the soldiers a 
re volver and a knife, fouad in the prisoner's 
pockets. The Emperor, stepping up to Reesa- 
kot. asked if be indeed bad fired, and receiving 
a reply in the allirmative, demanded his name 
and occupation. The prisoner answered, * Gla- 
zoff, workman." 

As tue Emperor turned and stepped a few 
paces forward the spot where the expiosign took 
place, keeping to the railings of the 2 a 
second explosion occurred behind him close to 
his feet. For a few seconds a cloud of smoke, 
powdered saow, fragments of cloth, etc., hid 
everything from sight, but when it cleared off a 
fearful picture presented itself. The Emperor 
leaned with his back against the buttress 
of the canal, holding on to the railings 
with both hands, without cloak or cap, covered 
with blood and breathing with diflicuity.

The Eastern trunk 
lines do not suffer from the competition of the 
lake and river routes asdo the estern lines, 
and for this reason they can afford to bave 
the rail-rates maiatained at the bighest possible 
figures, especially as the Eastern truuk lines get 
a large share of the lake business at lake ports, 
and the higher the rail rates are the larger is 
their propurtion on the business they get from 
the water-routes. The Western lines will get 
little or no business with the lake and 
river competition in full Diast, and 
consequently they must bave rates that will 
enable them to compete during the summer 
with the lakes and rivers or they will be driven 
to the wall in the end. They have thus far re- 
luctantly allowed themselves to be led by the 
Eastern trunk lines; but, as it bas been an ex-

LIFE-INSURANCE. 
PROFESSIONAL BENEVOLE NCE. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 25.—The life-insur- 
ance societies that do business on the benevo- 
lent plan, but charge money for their imitation 
policies, are rushing in petitions by wholesale 
praying the members of both Houses to work 
for the passage of Wilson's bill exempting those 
concerns from State supervision of any sort. It 
is noticeable that these petitions are usually pre- 
pared by the Presidents, Secretaries, or other 
officials of the societies,—men who receive snug 
salaries for practicing “benevolénce.”” They 
are naturaliy desirous of continuing to handle 
other people's money unrestrained by law of 
any kind, and so they get up these petitions and 
prevail upon the unthinking members of their 
societies to sign them, under the plea that it is 
necessary to do something to stop the terrible 
did line companies from working their destruc- 
ion. 

It is alleged by these charitable" society offi- 
cialis that other bills 
DIRECTLY DETRIMENTAL TO THEIR INTER- 

ESTS 
are now pending, and that they must do all pos- 
sible to shove Wilson's measure through as an 
offset. This statement, like the majority of a 
“benevolent’’ insurance man's assertions, is un- 
true. There are many bills pending against 
legitimate life-insurance, bilis that have been 
introduced with palpably mercenary motives, 
but there are none affecting the welfare of the 
coOperative associations except two, which re- 
quire such societies, oryanized in other States, to 
conform to the Insurance laws of Illinois in case 
they desire to do business here. The need of such 
a law is so plain as to call for no explanation. It 
has been recommended by our State Auditors, 
past and present, and Attorney-General Me- 
Cartney, who is himself Treasurer of a co- 
operative society, has given a carefully prepared 
Opinion that such outside associations should be 
under the control of our Insurance Department. 
It is really the emissuries of these benevolent 
concerns from other States who are 
WORKING UP THE PETITION BUSINESS 

in Lilinois. They scare the officials of the Ma- 
sonic and other friendly organizations into the 
beliet that something fearful has been pro- 
jected against the whole fraternity, and so pre- 
vail upon them to join in begging everybody for 
Signatures fur petitions. People who are im- 
portuned to sign will be interested in knowing 
that most of these outside ** benevolent”’ insur- 
ance concerns have no resident agent of any 
sort in Illinois upon whom legal papers can, in 
case of need, be served. The societies send 
their agents on big commissions—for all chari- 
table insurance societies pay good salaries and 
commissions to those who drum up new busi- 
ness—into Illinois to solicit and levy assessments. 
but are shrewd enough to keep no legal agent

many of them all codperative life-insurance so- 
cieties, whether home or foreign, are under the 
control of the [Insurance Department, the same 
as the genuine old companies.

STREET PAVEMENTS. 

Mr. Julian S. Rumsey, one of the Committee 
on Pavements of the Citizeas’ Association, pre- 
sented a minority report, dissenting from that 
of the remainder of the Committee, which has 
beeu published, and recommeading the employ- 
ment of wooden pavements. His vbservauons 
had led bim to condemn the asphalt pavement 
in use in Washington because, even in that mild 
climate, it cracked; the St. Louis limestune mac- 
adam because of its pliability; cobble- stone 
beause it was only useful to street railroad com- 
panies to keep other vehicies off their tracks; 
Connecticut or Maine granit because of its slip- 
periness, its .endency to rattle vehieles to pieces, 
and its undleasant noise; canal- stone on account 
of its softuess; macadam on general principles, 
as not suited for a great city; the asphalt block 
as only an experiment as yet. 

What bis experience led him to favor is the 
cedar-biock pavement. Although they bad not 
as yet been as well laid as they can be, such a 
pavement made of sound material well laid will 
remain in good condition en any street in this 
city*tor teu years. He believed that the founda- 
tion which the prairie soil of Chicago gave to 
pavements was much better thar it got credit 
for, and held that all that was necessary as a 
foundation for the cedar-block pavement was a 
layer of boards or planks. The tar used upoa 
block pavements was an injury, as it prevented 
the blocks, after their natural moisture bad 
gone, from absorbing other moisture, and left 
them to shrink aad dry-rot. Towards its close 
the report quotes figures showing that the best 
stone vavement is four times as expensive as 
the best wooden pavement, and the document 
winds uo with the following coaciusions: 

I. That we had better take the goods the 

oda provide. We do not wish to import from 

ine or any other remote place material for 
paving when we have that which is altogether 
better for our use, considering our climate aud 
requirements. 

“2. Phat there should be more rigid inspection 
of the material used, and that the city authori- 
ties should do the work and be held respunsivie 
for it. 

“3. That while improvements in pavements 
may be made, as I trust there will be, a well-luid, 
sound, cedar- block pavement is the best known 
for Chicago.”

men present. 
The exercises opened with the singing by the 
ton, Mr. Sankey leading, of the 
hymn, “i'ma Pilgrim,” after which Mr. Moody 
made a brief prayer, in which he asked especia!- 
ly that the Cnristian people might not waver in 
the faith, but that thoy might by their coa- 
sistent daily life prove a bright light im this 
dark gity. 

Mr. Sankey sang “My Ain Countree,” after 
which Mr. Moody progeeded to an exposition of 
the fourth chapter of John’s General Epistle. 
After a few opening remarké upon the earlier 
verses of the chapter, showing that Christ ie 
greater than the world, the preacker was inter- 
rupted by the continuous stream of new arrivals 
who had been collected in the passages during 
the prayer, and during a suspension of Mr.

A great 
many people thought that if they could work 
themselves into a good state of feeling it was 
allright. God alone was the autbor of all life, 
spiritual life ineluded, not the formalism 
which many relied on.

110. 


The next thing after love and life was peace. 
This came of propitiation, that is, sin put away. 
It any man or woman in the audience was cov- 
ering up asin there was for them no peace. 
The wicked were like a sea which, though al- 
ways moving, seemed to be quiet. People had 
their secret, darting sins whiek they on to, 
~ while they did this God could not bless 
them. 

And then came confession. If they confessed 
their sins God waa faithful and just to forgive 
them.

Talents were given 
to be used, and if ove had only half a talent and 
employed it, God will soon double up the gift.

no use for waiting until next tall before in- 
augurat a vigorous work. God's Churen 
ought to in a revived state 305 days in the 
year. 

In the seventeenth verse the necessity of boid- 
nese as a Cristian attribute was dwelt upon. No 
one was fit for Gods work whe was not bold. 
God told John to be of good courage, and when 
that leader was confronted by the man with the 
drawn sword he acted boidly. Under many 
circumstances many Christians would have run 
for deur life. 

Some Christians are afraid to speak in prayer- 
meeting because of their bad grammar, but thie 
wasa mistake. Courage would enable one to 
employ bis taleuts to advantage. Christians bad 
been singing Hold the Fort long enough; what 
they wanted now to sing was “Storm the Fort.” 
A number of years ago the preacher used te go 
down to the Court-House square to preach, and 
one evening brick bats were thrown at him. anda 
tumbler struck him on the back of the head. 
One day. however, the word fell into the heart 
of one of bis hearers, who became a Christian. 
and the day before that man, his wife, and six 
children were at the Cnicago Avenue Churesa, of 
which they were members, which sbowed that it 
WAS a great thing te win even one soul to Christ. 
All then should pray that they might have spir- 
itual power and boidness to work Ged. 

Mr. Sankey then sang the hymn, Must [ go 
and empty-handed,” eongregation joining 
in the chorus.

The contamiuation was caused by a change 
of wind, ‘which carried the river current, with 
its body of sewage, to and beyond thecrib. Dr.

CHECKING FIRES, 
TEST OF THE AUTOMATIC SPRINKLER. 

An interesting test of a recently invented fire- 
éxtinguisher, Parmelee's Autumatic Sprinkler. 
was given yesterday afternoon. On the vacant 
space, corner of Franklin and Adams streets, a 
one-story frame structure thirty by twenty feet 
had been constructed and furnished with the 
apparatus. In response to an invitation sent to 
a number of business houses, representatives 
were present from Marshall. Field & Co., Palmer, 
Fuller & Co., Furst & Bradley, George M. Pullman 
Storey & Camp Organ Company and some of the 
insurance Boards of the city. The joventor ot 
the sprinkler, Mr. Henry 8. Parmeiee. arrived 
from New York just in time to witness the ex- 


periment, the arrangements for which been 
made by his Eastern 5 
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ceiling, from which it falls on the fire below. 
As a room twenty by thirty feet is 
ordinarily furnished with half a dozen 
sprinklers it will be seen that the 
amount of water thrown is considerable. 
Under a pressure of ten pounds a sprinkler dis- 
charges ninety-three pounds of water per min- 
ute, under a pressure of twenty pounds 133 
pounds, and so on. It will be seen that tho 
amount of heat required to opea one of the 
sprinklers is not an extraordinary temperature, 
being fiffy-seven degrees beiow the boiling 
A wreat advan is the fact that in- 
stead of flooding an entire establishment, as 
tire companies are so often compelled to do by 
reason of being unable to gain an entrance

SNIDE CIGARS. 


BEWARE OF THE “GENUINE IMPORTED Ha- 
VANAS.” 

People who have had frequent occasion during 
the past two or three weeks to pass along Madi- 
son street from Fifth avenueto State street 
must have had their attention attracted by the 
sing-song and monoteaous cries of Auction 
sale of cigars heré,” A stock of fine imported 
and domestic cigars being sold regardless of 
cost.“ Now is your chance to buy cigars, gen- 
tlomen.“ Probably full many, alas! know only 
too well where these auctions are being held, 
and wish they had never learned to smoke, or, 
at least, that they bad not listened to the se- 
ductive voice of the cigar auctioneer. There 
are two of these auction houses on 
Madison street, one pear Fifth av- 
enue and one near THe TRIBUNE 
office. They are not permanent institutions, and 
it is safe to predict that after this morning's 
TRIBUNE has Deen read there will be sucha no- 
ticeable fulling-off in their patronage that their 
migration will be precipitated. Complaints 
baving reached this office that these mock- 
auction houses” were seliing, by means of * cap- 

ers“ and “ropers-in,”’ cigars manufactured in 

jew York at $15 per thousand for $60 and $70 
per thousand, a reporter yesterday made it a 
point to watch the sales. The cigars were sold 
only by the box orin lots of several boxes, and 
went off at apparently ridiculously low figures. 
For instance: The anctioneer opens a box con- 
taining 100 fair-looking cigars, and marked of 
some popular brand, and seys: Here 
gentiemen, are some ‘segahbs,’ invoiced 
at $120 a thousand—fine Spanish tobacco—retail 
at 15 cents how much am I offered for the box?“ 
A fiashily-dressed man in the crowd says. Two 
dollars,“ and the auctioneer answers. Well, 
vou are liberal, | mustsay; you'll never die from 
enlurgement of the heart.“ The crowd laughs, 
and the $2 man looks sheepish. Then another 
well- dressed man bids $2.50, and the first bidder 
roes him 50 cents better, and finally the box is 
—— down to one of them for, say, #6. The 
cashier here leaves his desk and observes, It's 
a shame to let those cigars go at that fieure.’’ 
The auctioneer agrees with him, and says that if 
any more are sold at that price it must bein 
lots of more than one box. Probably halt a 
dozen men inthe crowd take four or live boxes 
each, and so it goes. 

During the afternoon there was a change in 
cashiers at the aucuhon house veur this office, 
and the one who came olf duty strolled out into 
the street and was preseatly joined—by whom ? 
None other than the two men wo had been do- 
ing so much bidding at the auction, including 
the one who wae never to die of an enlarzwement 
of the heart. These three strolled up Dearborn 
street toward Randolph and sat down on some 
stone-steps. With heads close together they 
taiked rapidly and earnestly fora moment, and 
then all thoes jeant back and roared with laugu- 
ter. The reporter, coming up behind them, 
heard one say, Les, d—n it, 1 tried to give 
Mose the wink, but"’—the rest of the sentence 
was lost. These two bidders were at the 
auction, off and ou, during the entire afternoon, 
always “starting the sale.“ Apparently cach 
of them purchased about 100 boxes of cigars, but 
neither was seen to carry any away. itis tobe 
hoped chat Mose will “take the wink very 
soon and take the whole stock away. They do not 
allow purchasers to sample the cigars before in- 
vesting, but inquiry developed the fact that the 
cigars were generally of vile tobacco, although 
some were pronounced fair“ for the price.“ It 
is possible that the cost of their manufacture 
depends greatly upon the sizeof the cabbage 
crop. 


THE INTERNATIONAL. 
A POSSIBLE CRIMINAL PROSECUTION OF ONE OF 
THE OFFICERS. 

The decision made by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue on Collector Harvey's report 
on the International Bank has necessitated the 
taking of steps looking toward the criminal 
prosecution of the President of the bank on the 
ground of perjury. Such a prosecution has not 
yet been definitly decided upon, but the District 
Attorney has received instructions to look up 
the matter with a view of presenting the caso to 
the present Grand Jury. Gen. Leake. was un- 
able yesterday to state exactly what course he 
would pursue, as he bad not thoroughly read the 
report of the Commissioner and studied up the 
legal bearing of the cuse. He did say, however, 
that the presence of the Vice-President of the 
bank on the Grand Jury was purely a 
coincidence, and that Mr. Rosenberg 
would be notifed to retire should tne Grand 
Jury be called upon to deliberate on the case, 
The matter may very possibly be brought before 
that body in avy event, and they will be asked 
to find either an indictment or a no bill.“ 

CERTIFIED CHECKS. 


The investigation of the banks in this city un- 
der the supervision of Revenue-Agent C. W. El- 
dridge has developed the fact that many bank- 
ers bave been interpreting the law in their own 
tavor. The following important decision, re- 
ceived yesterday, will be of interest to all banks 
and bankers: 

WASHINGTON, April 14. 1881.—C. W. Eldridge, 
Revenue Agent, Chicago—Str: Your letter of the 
Yth inst, is received, stating that it is the custom 
of many banks and bankers to deduct from 
their average deposits the amount of checks on 
other banks deposited, credited to the depositor, 
and remaining on hand at the close of business 
each day. 

You are advised that this practice is not al- 
lowable. The amounts so credited are required 
—— included in the deposits returned for tax - 
ation. 

If a person borrow money of a bank upon his 
promissory note, and then deposit that money 
with the bank, have it credited in his account, 
and made subject to his cheek, it is clear that it 
would be a taxable deposit, as much so asif the 
money had been borrowed from some other per- 


son. 

If the credit be given him without his receiv- 
ing the actual money upon his note and then re- 
turning it, the result and the legal effect would 
be the same. 

And this is so when a check drawn upon one 
bank is deposited with another and credited. On 
the taith and edit of the drawer and indorser 
of the check, the latter bank, in fact, advances 
or loans the money to the indorser. enters 
the money so ioaned to his credit in 
his account, and allows him to check it out pre- 
cisely as though be bad borrowed it from some 
other person and deposited it. If the check is 
not honored on presentation to the drawee, the 
bank that advances the money to the indorser 
has its action against the latter. 

The check represents the money loaned upon 
it, and the crediting of the amount in the deposit 
account is a deposit of money subject to pa- 
ment by check or draft. 

This case is essentially different from one in 
which the check is deposited merely for collec- 
tion, and no credit is given to the depositor un- 
til the collection bas been made and the collect- 
ing bank has actually received the money. In 
such a cuse it would seem to be clear that the 
deposit of the check should not be treated as a 
deposit ot money,—that when the money has 
been credited in the account of the depositor it 
should be included in the taxable deposits, but 
not until then.

THE '/LIVERY MEN. 
A LEGAL OPINION IN THEIR FAVOR. 

The liverymen heid a meeting in the Palmer 
House last evening for the purpose of taking 
some action in regard to the ordinance lately 
passed by the Council, which they claim will be, 
if entorced, ruinoug to their business. About 
one-third of the liverymen of the city were 
present. Mr. F. M. Crossman presided. 

Mr. R. 8. Tutnill explained the nature of the 
ordinance, and stated that he did not think the 
city had the power to require the liverymen to 
comply with it. It made their carriages pay 
license fees like ordinary hacks or cabs. He did 
not think the courts would sustain the ordinance, 
and thought other lawyers woula be of his 
opinion if they examined it. By agreement 
with the liverymen the city officers wouid 
be willing to make a test case, for 
if the ordinance were found to de 
invalid, by enforcing it they would 
make themselves individually liable. He ex- 
poctes an effort;would be made to enforce it on 
May 1. and thought the Council could be in- 
duced to exempt from the requirements of the 
ordinance all private carriages and vehicles kept 
at stadies on hire; and believed petiti that 
would lead to such modification would 
merously signed. He recommended that one 
firm be allowed to * the ordinance in order 
to test its validity, the liverymen to assist in 
3 costs of the suit.

DECORATION-DAY. 
THE UNION VETERANS. 

An adjourned meeting of the Union Veteran 
Club was held last evening at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. There were about 125 present, W.’S. 
Scribner presiding. 

Comrade Roberts,from the Committee ap- 
pointed to submit a program for Decoration- 
Day, reported that the Committee had had no 
meeting. He bimself, however, had conferred 
with the officers of the Young Men's Christian 
Association. They had offered to give Farwell 
Hall for special services on the evening of Sun- 
day, May 29, the Club to decorate the hall and 
the Association to provide suitable speakers. 

This report provoked Comrade Armstrong. 
who has on several previous occasions likewise 
made himself unpieasantly conspicuous. He 
denounced.the Young Meu's Association as a 
sacred society, and could not understand wh 
the veterans should have anything to do wit 
an organization which had “no interest in any- 
thing this side of eternity.” He went on with 
the same barangue as heard on previous occa- 
sions, disgracing bimself and the Club by his 
heated denunciation of Christianity.

Capt. Lanning, a veteran of the naval opera- 
tions on the Mississippi, then read a paper giv- 
ing some of bis experiences and a history of that

Stocks Dull, with a Decline anda 
Recovery. 


Elevated Railroad Stocks Still Under Fire 
be Wires Working Badly. 


Chicago Finances Quiet—Scarcity of Bills 
of Exchange.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were dull, and the fluctuations of the 
market were almost entirely due to the manip- 
ulations of broxers and room-traders. The 
wires between New York and Chicago were 
working badly, and business suffered somewhat 
in consequence. Tite elevated stocks were at- 
tacked again with all kinds of unafavorabie 
rumors, and the whole market sympathized to 
some extent with the decline that was produced 
in them. There is, as we have already pointed 
out, a suspicious resemblance between this raid 
and one made last spring just before a sharp 
rise in the value of these stocks. There is good 
authority for the statement that Manbattan’'s 
earnings are larger than they have ever been. 

Heavy selling was reported of the Vanderbilts 
and the coal stocks. The Gould properties 
tiuctuated in accordance with the intepretation 
placed by the street on their piace in the ngw 
consolidation. A bull pool was said to have 
been formed in Texas Pacific, and Jersey Cen- 
tral and Pacific Mail were freely sold. 

Oregon Improvement Company sold at 90, and 
is declared by insiders to be good for 120. The 
bonds are selling at %.

Experiments are being made which, if suc- 
cessful, will bave a great effect on the success 
on the Mississippi-New Orieans route for 
the shipment of «rain to Europe. The 
object of these experiments is to dry the 
gruin so that it can pass without getting 
heated through the tropical temperature 
of the Gulf of Mexico in summer. Vast 
quantities of California wheat go through the 
tropics without injury, as California wueat is 
very hard and dry. It Western wheat can be 
dried so as to become fit for transportation by 
way of the Gulf at all seasons the trunk-lines 
will have a powerful rival in the New Orleans 
route, 

The Mutual Union Telegraph Company has 
enlarged its ideas of dustuess recently. It 
started to do only telegraphing for subscribers 
between Boston and New York and New York 
and Washington. Yesterday, however, the Di- 
rectors decided to raise $10,000,000 capital and 
extend the Company's lines to all the prominent 
cities east of Chicago, so as to be able to ſuflu- 
ence the greater part of the telegraph commerce 
of the country. The Company's Washington line 
has been completed. 

Little Rock & Fort Smith, in its report for 1880. 
made a better showing than even some of its 
most 8 uine friends predicted of it. The in- 
crease in its land sales and its movements of 
cotton were particularly noticeaDdle. 

Toledo, Delphos & Burlington declined last 
week 16 to 14. closing at 14. It is understood that 
the management is determined to push forth 
and at once the compietion of their system. The 
St. Louis extension will be known as the Toledo, 
Cincinneti & St. Louis. About 800 miles of the 
main line are now built and uuder contract. 

One of the contractors at work on the New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis informs a reporter ot 
the Graphic that they expect to complete their 
work before this year is ended. The original in- 
tentions of the Company have been changed. 
Inatead of a capital stock of $16,000,000, there 
bas been issued $25,000,900 of common and 815. 
000,000 of preferred stock, all of which bas been 
taken. The proposed line from Fort Wayne 
Junction to St. Louis, a distance of 325 miles, has 
been abandoned, and only a New York and Chi- 
cago route is to de formed. The men behind 
this corporation are all wealthy and prominent, 
Mr. C. K Cummings being the President of the 
Company, associated with George J. Seney, 
John T. Martin, EB. H. RK. Lyman, 
A. M. White, and Walston H. Brown. 
The line from Chicago to Buffalo will un- 
doubtedly come into competition with the Lake- 
Sbore Road, but the new Company is considered 
to have a decided advantage over the Lake 
Snore, owing to the distance being shorter and 
other natural advaatages. A portion of the 

Wabash Canal has become the property of the 
Company, and threugh this the road willhave a 
right of way 2530 feet broad in Fort Wayne City. 
The distance from Cleveland to Chicago via the 
proposed route is 340 miles, and from Buffalo to 
Chicago it is shorter than the Lake-Shore route. 
Negotiations for an eastern outlet to New York 
City are now pending, and ina short time it is 
expected that tbis business will be consum- 
mated. The cost ot the road now being con- 
structed from Buffalo to Chicago will be about 
$15,000,000. The route to Chicago will be by way 
of Cleveland and Tiffin, O., and Fort Wayne, Ind., 
the portion between Cleveland and Buffalo be- 
ing, in a great measure, nearly parallel to the 
Lake Shore route.

Of 
course this was reflected into other breuadstuffs, 
even rye feeling the balmy influences of a re- 
turning summersun. The market for provis- 
ions turned down sharply early, but reacted 
about 11 o'clock, and thenceforward ruled tame, 
the chief feature being the buying for 
May, and seiling for June, by the par- 
ties who were supposed to control the deal. 
It issupposed by some who are watching the 
course of things that the May deliveries will 
leave all the pork and ribs in the hands of one 
firm and all the lard inthe handsof another 
house. The later markets were steadied by the 
afternoon storm. Mess pork closed 12 lower, 
at $17.25@17.27% for May and $17.35917.37% for 
June. Lard closed 100 lower, at $11.10Q@11.12"4 
for May and $11.20@1!1.22% for June. Short ribs 
closed 5c lower, at $3.4024.42'4 for June. Wheat 
closed lc lower, at I. GWG LOA for May and 
$1.06%@1.05y for June. Corn closed 4c lower, 
at 43c bid for May ana 43%0 bid for July. Oats 
closed steady at 36%@%6yc for May, Nn 
for June, and 36%@36%c tor July. Rye closed 
easy at $1.18 for May, $1.15 for June, with July 
nominally at 6c. Barley closed nominally at 
£1.10 for No. 2 cash, 96c for No. 3, and vie for No. 
4. Hogs were steady at $5.75@6.20 for light, and 
at $5.65@6.40for heavy. Cattle were active and 
firm, with sales at 62.750. 00. 

Inthe dry-goods market there were no note- 
worthy changes. An active business is in prog- 
reas, and a cheerful feeling prevails. Jubbers 
of boots and shoes are having a satisfactory 
trade, and a fair movement in clothing, milli- 
nery, and cognate lines is also reported. No 
changes took place in the grocery market. 
Trade was a trifle quiet, though perhaps not 
more so than is usual at this time of year, when 
farmers are busy with planting. Prices were 
steadily held. Dealers in dairy products report 
a luck of anything more than a hand-to-mouth 
demand. There was nothing doing on export ac- 
count, and shipments to the seaboard were light. 
There was some local and Southern demand, and 
for fine goods the market was rm. Ol grades 
were to be had at lower figures. Dried fruits 
were in good request, with prices quoted lower, 
uud held at au advance. Fish remained dull and 
unchanged. In the oll market there was fair 
activity, and prices were well supported, except 
for linseed, which was off to 56@59c. Coal aud 
pig-iron were quoted as before. 

There was no change to note in the market for 
broom-corn. Eggs were in good supply and 


steady at 160 per doz. The hide, wool, grease, 


aud tallow markets continue dull, hides perhaps 
showing a trifie more life in the way of inquiry 
thunaweek ago. In green fruits, apples are 
urin in consequence of the rapidly diminishing 
supply. Hay continues firm at the recent ad- 
vance, the receipts being still very light. Pota- 
toes are firm and unchanged. Poultry and 
game were lower as a result of the warm weath- 
er, the decline in poultry being about 20 per 
cent. Seeds were steady for clover, firm and 
higher for timothy, and a trifle weak for flax- 
seed. Hungarian was firm and. higher. 

Lake freights bave notas yet any known set- 
tled basis, shippers and carriers being in the 
main wide apartin their views. Shippers have 
until yesterday offered but 3c for corn to Buf- 
falo, while carriers have as a rule demanded 6e.

Flour freights are 
quoted at N to Liverpool and 52½ to Glas- 
gow.

Gen. Grant had but a small staff for so 
large a command, and at that time did not have 
an [nspector-Gereral, therefore it was im possi- 
bie to know these things until discovered as I 
have said. Two batteries of light artillery that 
had arrived just previous to the battie were or- 
dered into position on The fleid, and were then 
discovered to nave their caissons filled with pro- 
jectiles larger than the bore of their guns. Asa 
matter of course they were ordered to the rear. 
We would have been intinitly better off had 
they never arrived; being present they were re- 
lied upon at a critical moment and found of no 
value. This was the kind of material that a 
pordon of Gen. Grant’s command was composed 
of. Is it astonishing that, with nearly one-third 
of the force not in the battle on Sunday, that 
our army was forced back to the river?

that he would water his horse in the Tennessee 
River Sunday afternoon would have proved 
true if it dad not eseaped Gen. Grant's mind 
that there was such a thing as defeat. [|Bosh!] 

“The most serious stampede was made during 
the afternoon. Whole companies threw down 
their arms and made a bee-line for the steam- 
ers, intending to piace the river between them- 
seives and danger. To protect the boats and 
hold these soldiers in check was a berculean 
task. Our transports were beavily loaded with 
all kinds of army suppiies. It was not alone at 
the front that fighting was maintained. A fear- 
ful rush of many hundreds of affrighted mena 
was made toward the ordnance steamers. They 


sped down the steep banks, swept across the | 


strip of bottom land. and with wild yells rushed 
toward our precious cargoes. I realized the 
danger of having this mass of terror-stricken 
humanity precipitate themselves on my steam- 
ers. Fearing the crowd would sink them, I 
went to the river and ordered the boats to be 
dropped down stream. There was no time to 
loosea and cast off the hawsers, so I ordered 
them cut, and the guards to bayonet any one 
who atcempted to board, The gaugways were 
dropped into the river at the moment that the 
edge of the stream was biack with a mass of 
men impelled by a fear that was absolutely un- 
controllable. Many who rushed to get on board 
were forced into the river. The steamers re- 
mained out in the stream until the mob bad 
been driven away from the river, which had to 
be done by a body of cavalry. It was no easy 
task. They were harder to manage than a 
stampede of mules. Before night many tbhou- 


sand soldiers sought safety in the shelter offered | 


under the river biuffs. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the bulk of these inen were 
new soldiers. and, in the general misfortunes of 
the day and the demoralization incident thereto, 


their nerves were simply less strong than some | 


others. It is unfortunate to be compelled to 
add that many olliccrs were among the throng. 
Later in the day, when many wounded were 
temporarily placed on the steamer Rocket, and 
the state-rooms opened for their use, we found 
a number of commissioned officers, some of higu 
rank. These were promptly turned out and ad- 
vised to find their commands. 

It would take the pen of a Dickens to por- 
tray the scene presented on the river for sever- 
al hours Sunday afternoon. The surging crowd 
of straggicrs, with bere and there wounded com- 
rades, who were not very seriousiy injured; the 
detachment of Cof Taylor's wounded men, who 
had been sent down to drive the stragglers away 
from the river; the long line of ainbulances and 


baggage wagons with wounded soldiers being | transpired during the past few days.

ammunition with guards of soldiers, who titer- 
ally had to fight their way through the multi- 
tude to get to the battictield with their precious 
loads,—all these contributed to present a scene 
never to be forgotten, and never to be fully de- 
scribed. 
ANOTHER EXCITING SCENE. 

“One event of this fearful day severely tested 
my nerves. The roads from the landing at Pitts- 
burg were never good, but Gen. McPherson kept 
them as passable as possible. Une of the trains 
going out from the ordoance steamer had taken 
asbortcatand thus did not use the regular 
road, and passed through a sort of valley or 
gorge only wide enougo for one team. There 
they met a number of wagons carrying the 
wounded to the river. Aturnin the road con- 
eealed each from the ober unt li the head of 
each train met. The persons in charge stormed 
and swore, and a pitched battle was imminent. 
Word was brought to me and 1 hastened to the 
spot.

After takingin the situation I told 
the surgeon in charwe what had better be done. 
He would pot consent to it, and said not one 
soldier should be touched. Some who were 
able bad already crawled out, and those con- 
scious of the state of things were anxious to be 
removed. The surgeon was abusive, and said 
he would shoot the first man who touched ove 
to remove him. As it was.imperatively neces- 
sary that the ammunition should be rusned to 
the front, I told the doctor 1 should arrest him 
unless he at once had the wounded removed, 
and, as he would not give the necessary orders, I 
was compelled to do so. He again threatened 
to shoot the man who touched one ot 
wounded. I then ordered him under arrest, and 
had thé wounded carefully removed, the mules 
unharnessed, and the wagons lifted out of the 
road, and the ammunitiontrain sent forward. 
The doctor, finding it Was not a time for trifling, 
came to me and apologized. I released him 
trom arrest, and he set to work vigorously to aid 
in the necessary work of extricatjpg the powder- 
train.

formed their duty and were thea unable to aid 
further. The crisisof the battle was on us: the 
bervic soldiers at the tront could not fight with- 
out the necessary material, and have it they 
must at all hazards.

“At last welcome darkness enveloped us in ber

AN INCIDENT OF THIS NIGHT

The Captain of the Steamboat Tigress, 
Who Carried Grant from Savannah 
to Pittsburg Landing, and What He 
Knows of the Battle of Shiloh.

As considerable interest still attaches to the 
battle of Pittsburg Landing. or Shiloh, the blood- 
lest battle fought on this continent up to that 
time, we took occasion to interview Capt. Wili- 
iam Hopkins, who was communder of the steam- 
er Tigress, as to wha’ be knew about it. Capt. 
Hopkins formeriy lived for many years in West 
Virginia, where he is well known, and followed 
the business of steamboating. Since the war 
he has been residing in Clay County, III., where 
he is now a prominent and respected businessa- 
man, President of a National bank, etc. At the 
breaking out of the War Capt. Hopkins 
was commanding a fine large sidewheel 
packet steamer, the Tigress, running in 
the Lower Mississippi. Being an ardent 
Union man, he immediately came North, 
bringing bis bout with him. Early in 1362 he 
was employed to transport troops from Cincin- 
patito the Cumberland River, just before the 
taking of Fort Donelson, and after the fall of 
that unportant Confeflerate position Gen. Grant 
came on board the Tigress, pressed it with its 
crew into the Goverument service, and made it 
the flag mp of the transport ficet and his princi- 
pal headyguarters until after the Batcie of Pitts- 
burg Landing. something over two months. 
Capt. Hopkins was thus turown into close as- 
sociation with Gen. Grant, and knows something 
of the man and of the events that occurred dur- 
ing the time.

I didn't see anything 
more of him until 10 o'clock, when he came 
down upon the boat and ordered me not to al- 
low any straggiers, officers or men, to come 
upon the boat. Some of the troops were pretty 
badly scattered at that time. Just then Gen. 
Buell came up on a poutoon boat, landed against 
my boat, and came over on the bow where Grant 
was. I thought he and Grant were going to have 
a little war. Grant ordered Buell to go up and 
take charge of the left wing, and Buell ordered 
Grant to go and take it. Finally both got upon 
their horses and rode upon to the field and com- 
menced rallying tbe men.

PrrrsspurG LANDING, Tenn., April 9, 1862.— 
Dear Fatuen: I emovrace this my frst op- 
portunity of informing you of my personal 
safety, having passed through another battie. 

Lum unabie tu give a very accurate account, 
but will try and give you some idea of what has 
Last Fri- 
day night about sundown vur pickets were 
driven in. Troops were ordered into line, but 
nothing further took place, and the next day 
matters were us quict as usual. 

Sunday morning our outposts were attacked 
soon after daylight, and from appearances very 
unexpectediy, as Gen. Grant, I understand, was 
down at Savannah and did not get here until 
noon, at which time we had been driven hailf- 
way to the river (our forces were encamped 
from the river all along out for about four 
miics). 

We were steadily driven back until at night 
the guubvuais were able to assist us. Gen. 
Buell arrived duriug tue afternoon, and at dark 
the udvance of his troops begun to come in,cross- 
ing tbe river here in boats, Gen. Nelson's di- 
vision crossing tirst and taking position during 
the evenmg. With darkness ine Urmg ceased 
except from the gunbvats, waich shelled the 
woods at intervais during che night. We passed 
a-very uncomfortable night with the rain and 
anxiety.jWe were without bilan kets, and did not 
know what moment we migbt be gobbled up. 
Morning came and with it busigess. With fresh 
troops and Buell to lead it was Sharp work, Las- 
sure you. About 10 o'ciock the enemy began to 
fall back, and at dark had been driven beyond 
our former lines, and our regiment occupied its 
old quarters, which were, however, sadly muti- 
lated. Our tents had been shot down and every- 
thing showed the severity of the fight. Many 
prisoners were taken by both sides. A Secesh 
Captain taken by us says Beuregard attacked 
us with 125,000 men in all. keeping a reserve of 
30.000 for Munday morning. Our fighting 
force at the time the attack was made was 
u bout 40,000. The loss in killed and 
wounded has been great. Yesterday the fight 
was «till going on about six miles out, where the 
Rebels had gone into camp. The latest reports 
this evening say Gen. Buell had routed them, 
and, wito Gen. Lew Wallace's division, was giv- 
ing them fits. This thing is probably not yet 
over with. That Beauregard is not to be 
sneezed at is the opinion of the boys, and I am 
not sure but Gen. Grant thinks 80 too, for be 
certainly would have had his army whipped but 
for the timely arrival of Buell. I walked over 
the battietieid yesterday. It would probably be 
a sight to you. In places the dead of both armies 
iay very thick. In one place 1 stood still and 
counted thirty dead horses belonging to the ar- 
tillery. Lean give no idea of the number of 
men killed and wounded in the fight. 

I will now tell you of our own regiment, the 
Eleventh Illinois, which was enguged three 
times on Sunday. Our company (A) lost three 
killed, five wounded, two missing. We have no 
cum missioned officers left, our Captain being on 
Gen. Huribut's staff. Our First Lieutenant, 
(Fields who had command of the company, was 
shot through the kuee, and has since had his leg 
amputated. Our regimental loss is, I believe, 
15 kilted, d wounded, 16 missing. Among the 
killed is Capt. garter, of Company K. Lieut.- 
Col. Ransom is badly wounded, but did not leave 
the tield for hours after being struck. Maj. 
Nevens is shot through tne hand, but is with us 
yet. Our regiment now numbers a little over 
emen. Our beloved former Colonel (W. H. IL. 
Wailace, lately appointed Brigadier-General 
and assigned to Gen. Smith's Division) fell on 
Sunday afternoon, it was thought, mortally 
wounded. He lay on the field uatil Monday 
morning, when he was taken to Savannah, and 
to-day we hear that he is alive, but 
there is little hope of dis recovery. 
His fall. 1 understand, came near losing 
us the day, but I cannot trust 
myself tospeak of so good a man and soldier. 
Only those who have served under him can re- 
alize our country’s loss in bis fall. May he live, 
that we may bear his voice again; but I fear 
this cannot be. Our regiment bas lost in this 
fight and at Donelson 429 men. 

I can ,say littl more. The boys all feel as 
though we bad been neediesiy cut up and sacri- 
ticed (his time, and that we are not yet safe, as, 
frour appearances, Beauregard can bring all of 
the Rebel army from the East to oppose us, bav- 
ing notutaug to fear from the Grand Army of the 
Potomac. Hoping that a kind Providence will 
stiilbe my shield. [ will close. The papers will 
probably give a Bull-Run appearance to last 
Sunday's fight, but the soldiers were not to 
biame. We were attacked by overwhelming 
nombers, and to all appearances we were un- 
prepared, and it was whoily unexpected. The 
Second Brigude was under the command of Col. 
Marsh, of the Twentieth Illinois.

is written, it will henceforth take on darker 
colors from the additional fact in its history 
which has lately become accessible. 

Concisely stated, the new and terrible fact 
is this: 

GEN. SHERMAN ORDERED THE ASSAULT 
upon the impregnable Kenesaw for the 
avowed purpose of drawing the attention and 
the wild applause of the country away from 
the army under Gen. Grant, upon which 
both were then turning, and fixing them upon 
hisown. For this he hurled two of his ar- 
mies in needless sacrifice against this inount- 
ain, at a cost of nearly 2,500 officers and men.

About the 2d 
ot June, two officers of proiinence, both well 
known to the country, called in the evening 
at Gen. Sherman’s tent, and spent some time 
in discussing the situation. While they were 
present, the extended accounts of Gen.

A Decidedly Unpleasant Country for a 
Civilized Being to Live In.

The murders are not confined to negroes and 
new comers. A man that will murder me will 
murder bis neighbor if he falis out with him. To 
show the state ot society there I will relate sev- 
eral affairs that dave taken place there as re- 
ported to me: Some seven or eight years ago, a 
man by the name of Cain, a Baptist minister 
and the son of a Deacon, gave currency to some 
report derogatory toa sister of three brothers 
named Duke. Two of the brothers witb a neigh- 
bor called upon the minister for satisfaction. 
They found him splitting rails in the woods, and 
some loud talk ensued. The father, who was a 
little way off, heard the talk. and taking his 
double-barrel shotgun-—everybody iu that 
country carries a double-barrel shotgun wita 
them when they go out—came to where the son 
was. When the vid man came up to the son he 
listened a moment and then said: My son,

Two years ago! furnished 
a man of my place, woich was an unusual thing 
for me to do, Sag worth of supplies,—shoes, cloth- 
ing, etc., such as he néc jed,—a colored man by 
the name ot Compare. He sald: Mr. Heath. when 
you come up next falllam going to fetch my 
cotton to your place to gin, and out of my cotton 
iwill pay you whatever you let me have.“ 
A few days after I returned he came over 
to see me. He said: “I have got my cot- 
ton picked, and I would like to have a 
pair of shoes for myself and a dress for my 
wife,” etc., amounting to about $11; * and,” said 
he, “if you will let me have them I will weigh 
my cotton right to you and let you have enough 
to pay you.” It took 3,500 pounds of seed cot- 
ton to pay his bill. He weighed it out and left it 
in one of his little buildings for me, and says: 
Now, Mr. Heath, l want you the first of the 
week to send over and get your cotton, and thea 
send and get the balance dt my cotton and gin it 
out for me, and take your pay out of the cotton 
for ginning.” He left my place about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. and went up the road to a 
blacksmith’s shop, and got to 2 cards there 
with two or three others. While they were play- 
ing, along about 11 o'clock, somebody rattled at 
the door as though they wanted to get in. Any 
little disturbance like that will frighten a negro 
about as bad as anything you can think of. Com- 
pure, WhO wusa young, active man, very strong, 
got up and said: 1 reckon it's nobody who 
wants to do me any harm; Im not afraid 
to go to the door.’ He started to go to- 
ward the door, and a charge of buckshot 
through the window struck him in the temple 
and killed him dead—almost biew the top of bis 
head off. When anything of that sort occurred 
among the negroes of course their tirst resort 
was to run to my place and tell me of it. So the 
blacksmith,Chariey Hamilton, and a fellow by the 
name of Mattox came down to my place about 
midnight. My practice was not to let anybody 
into the house unless I knew who it was and what 
they wanted. He announced his name, and 1 
asked him what he wanted. He said that John 
Compare was sbot in his blacksmith’s shop— 
killed—and he wanted to come to tell me about 
it. 1 let him in, and asked him if they nad any 
suspicions of anybody. He said no. I toid him 
they bad better wait till daylight, and then go 
right upto Columbia and inform the people 
there of the facts, aud agk them to come down 
and hold au juquest. He did qa. We waited all 
day Sunday, aud noone came down. Monda 
moruing we went up again, and we waited till 
Monday evening, and nobody came down to 
nod an inquest or make inguiry, and we then 
went to work and buried him. The next 
day, Tuesday, | went over to look after my cot- 
ton, and his wife told me thata Mr. Davis bad 
seat over for the cotton and hauled it all off.

“Now, 
suid he, you ought to talk this thing among 
your people here. You are acquainted with 
them, you have been down into the country and 
know bow rich the land is and all that sort of 
thing.” Ves.“ said I. “but there is one draw- 
back: they may ask me how I have succeeded, 
and if I should tell them bow I had got along 
and been treated there, how many of them do 
‘ou think would leave their quiet bomes 

ere? It is just as you say; the land 
is as fertile as the sun ever shone 
upon, but what of the people?“ Well,” he 
said, “ you are in the worst part of the State.” 
„That may be 80, I replied, but if all I hear 
from the otber parishes is true, where is there a 
better?” Aud 1 mentioned to him the other 
parishes, and recited the murders that had been 
committed in Franklin. in St. Mary's Parish,— 
one a few years ago, when a Government of- 
ficer was shot. and bis wife was obliged to sit 
and watch over her dead husband's body for 
twenty-four hours, and not a lady in the town 
came in to sympathize with her or offer her as- 
sistance in any way. Now.“ said I, “ who 
would want to move into such a place?” Weil.“ 
said he, “ they must go ip colonies then.“ Said 
I: * Now I will tell you how you can do some- 
thing; you can advise the people of Louisiana, 
the better class of people, as you call them, in- 
stead of harboring these outlaws and murder- 
ers, to endeavor to do something to bring them 
to justice. But as long as they wink at crime, 
and do not prosecute the criminals, and say 
they will not meddle with them because they 
fear their vengeance, you cannot expect that 
your State will grow and prosper.“ 


HILARITY IN THE SENATE. 


An Amusing Incident at Mr. Brown’s 
Expense — Gen. Hawley Beads the 
Georgia Senators Speech in the Grant 
Convention of 1868~—His Advocacy of 
a Bargain in His State. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—The debate in the 
Senate to-day was marked by many amusing 
passages, and wasvery satisfactory to the 
occupants of the galleries. Mr. Morrill made 
the first speech of the day. He denied that 
there had been any bargain between the Re- 
pubdlicans and Mr. Mahone, and denounced 
the attempts which the Democrats had made 
to bulldoze the Senator from Virginia. 

Mr. Beck and Mr. Sherman then discussed 
the propriety of the action of the Democrats. 
In the course of this colloguy Sherman said 
Mr. Riddleberger was an honorable and abie 
man, and had been-a good soldierin a bad 
cause. Was Mr. Greeley the real choice of 
Mr. Harris? Mr. Harris confessed that he 
was not. He had regarded Mr. Greeley as a 
choice of evils. Mr. Sherman continued, 
saying that he welcomed Mr. Riddleberger 
because he was in favor of fair elections, and 
because he expected that his success would 
break up the Solid South, that grim spectre 
which haunts our National politics. The 
Democrats were trying to introduce the 
Mexican system and to revive the doctrines 
which they indorsed in 1861, when they 
would not allow the majority to govern the 
country. He advised them that it would be 
wiser to let the majority take their course and 
then denounce them for it. 

The amusing part of the day’s session be- 
gan when Mr. Brown read a large number of 
extracts from Northern journals, in which 
the Republican Senators were criticised for 
maintaining their present position. Mr. 
Brown agreed to allow Senators to say 
whether the journals in question were 
publican or not, but he presented them all as 
Republican opinions. Several of the jour- 
nals quoted are generally recognized as in- 
dependent in politics, and the political his- 
tories of some of these were set forth in re- 
marks which were made by Senators. When 
Gen. Hawley’s paper was reached, that Sen- 
ator explained that the journal in question 
was undoubtedly Republiean, but that it was 
not always quite right in his absence. Mr. 
Brown read these extracts in support of his 
assertion, made in answer to Mr. Burnside, 
thatthe Republican papers had called the Ma- 
hone movement in the Senate the result of a 
corrupt bargain. While the extracts were 
being presented, Mr. Burnside created a great 
deal of amusement by his interruptions and 
comments. He always speaks with refreshing 
candor. During his controversy with Mr. 
Mr. Butler the other day he asserted several 
times, being most emphatic in his statements, 
that he was cool and not excited. To-day he 
remarked that he would not — he was cool, 
for it he should say so he would bring down 
the house. This and other expressions made 
the Chamber ring with laughter. 

When Mr. Brown had finished a first in- 
staliment of extracts Gen. Hawley put him 
on the defensive by reading portions of a re- 
port of the proceedings of the National Re- 
publican Convention of 1868, describing Mr. 
Brown’s appearance in that Convention as a 
Republican, and the enthusiasm with which 
he was received as a genuine convert. Mr. 
Brown’s address on that occasion was quoted. 
In it he announced that he was a recon- 
structed Rebel and a Republican, and de- 
clared that Georgia could be carried for 
Grant if the executive patronage of the State 
should be given to the Republicans 
in itt They must have the patronage. 
Gen. Hawley pointed to this, show- 
ing that Mr. Brown was anxious in 
1868 for such a bargain as he now alle 
had been made with Mr. Mahone, and which 
he so unsparingly denounced. Not only was 
he anxious for such a bargain, but the bar- 
gain was made, and Mr. Brown got his re- 
ward in the office of Chief-Justice of the 
State. So completely unanswerable was this 
speech of Gen. Hawley that the Senate and 
the spectators laughed loudly at Mr. Brown’s 
discomfiture. Gen. Hawley continued, say- 
ing that before his recent election Mr. Brown 
besought the aid of Republicans against the 
Bourbons, and that the Republicans in the 
Senate had had every right to exvect him to 
take a seat on the Republican side,—in fact, 
a better right than they had to expect the co- 
operation of Mr. Mahone. In closing, he de- 
scribed Mr. Brown as swing from side to 
side and taking grees prizes from both par- 
ties, and now he lectured the Republicans 
about bargains. 

After the laughing had ceased Mr. Brown 
made along and dreary explanation of his 
political wanderings, and the Senate soon 
afterward adjourned until Tuesday.
